WASHnfOTOK, March 1.— The McS^n- 
ley tariff act was deolnred to be oonsti- 
tntienal by the snpreme coart of the 
United States in s decision rendered by 

Justice Harlan yesterday. 

The ca«68 on whirh the decision was 
based were thosp of Mitrshall Field & 
Company, of Chicago: R. M. Boyd, et 
al., and C^harlee Bternback, et al., of 
New York, vs. the United States, in- 
volvinff the validity of 1^ Mi Kinley 
tariflF bill. Dnties were aiisesaed on vari- 
ous articles imported by the aj>iH.'llant8 
Tiiider the McKinley bill, and they pro- 
tt'hted a^HiiiHt paying thfin on the 
ground thai the iu:t wa« not the law of 
the United States fo** the reason that 
Section '.'.0 of the act as it jwiwed both 
hotises and agn-ed to in ciinfereiice, was 
omitted fruui the ejirolled bill signed by 
the presiding officers of the two houses 
and by the pre.sident, and that, there- 
fore, It did not comply with the require- 
ments of the constitution. 

Tliis was the first time tlie qtiestion 
was presented to the court, and Justice 
Brewer said it received tlie consiilera- 
tionit deserved. After referring to the 
constitTitionul requirements resjjecting^ 
the passage of a bill luid the {iroceedings 
of congress, the court says: "The sign- 
ing by the speaker of tlie house of rep- 
resentatives, and by the president of the 
senate, in open session, of an enrolled 
bill is an omcial attestation by the two 
houses of snch a bill as that which has 
passed congress and when a bill thus at- 
tested reoeiVes his (the preddent's) ap- 
proval and is deposited in the public 
archiTes, its aatheutication should be 
deemed complete and unimpeachable. 

"It is admitted that an enrolled act 
thus antheuticated is sufficient evidence 
of itself — nothing to the contrary ap- 
pearing upon its face — that it yassed 
congress. But the contention is that it 
can not be regarded as a law of the 
United States if the joonwl of either 
house fails to show that It passed in the 
precise fonu in wliich it was 8igne<i by 
the presiding officers of the two houses 
and wproved by the president. It is 
■aid that under any other view it be- 
comes visible for the speaker of the 
house of representatives and tbe presi- 
dent of the senate to impose upon the 
people as a law a bill that was never 
passed by congress. Bat this possibility 
is too remote to be serioiudy considered 
in the present inquiry. It snrgests a de- 
bberate conspiracy, to which the pre- 
slding officers, the committees on en- 
ndledUUs and the clerks of the two 
houses miut necessarily be parties, all 
acting with a couimun pturpose to de- 
feat an ezpnssioa of the popolar will 
in tbe motto deeoribed by toe oonstita- 
tion. 

"Judlidal action, based upon soch • 
fluggeetion, is forbidden by the respect 
to a co-ordinate branch of the govern- 
ment l^kie evils tiiat may rssoit from 
tiie recognition of the principle that an 
enrolled act in the custody of the secre- 
tary of state, attested bjr the signatores 
of the presiding officers of the two 
houses ef congress, and the approval of 
the preeldent, is oonolnsive evidence 
that£t was pesssd blr oongress aooordinff 
to tiie foiims of \m ooiistitation, ana 
woold ba far less thiKD those that would 
certainly result from a rule making the 
validity of o e Bgiessiooal enactments 
pend npon the manner in whicdi the 

Eaals of the respective hoosss are 
by the sobordinate offloeis ehaiged 
the^duty of keeping them.^ 
Ls support of this view muaeroos de- 
dsioas ate quoted. A» to the efficiency 
of the Journals as evidence in court, 
under Section 8B6, revised statutes, the 
court says: "It is dear that it is not a 
statutory declaration thaS the journals 
are the highest evidence of the facts 
stated :hat um bosiaessof the respective 
houses, mooh less that the antbentioa- 
tion of an enrolled bill, by the oflual 
stgnatores of the presiding officersof 
the two hoosss and of the jweeident, as 
an act which has passed congress and 
been approved by the president, may be 
overcome by what tiie journal of either 
house fails to show. We are of the 
opinion that it is not competent for the 
appellants to show from tbe journals of 
either house that the enrDlled bill, dse- 
ignated house reeolutioa M16 when it 
passsd congrses, oontetned a section that 
does net apoear in tbe enrolled aet lB 
the custody of the state departmsnt*' 

Another ground ef fonteation \n fte 
appellants waa that the third sectaoa of 
the law, known as ti|ie reciprooity se» 
tion, is anaonstitaMBMll «a deSlgwathif 
legislative power to m pneident; ana 
bemg an essential part of the system 
established by the act, the entire act 
must be declarwl null and void. Numer- 
ous acts are cited to show that the 
authority conferred npon the president 
by the third section is not a new feature 
in the legislation of conifress. It is net 
inooasisteut with the pnnciple that con- 
grftM can not delegate legislative ])<jwer 
to the president, for it does not in any 
real sense invest the president with the 

Sower of legislation. What the prem- 
ent was required to do was simply in 
execution oi tlie act of cougiess. It 
was nut the making of law. 

"The court is of opinion," concludes 
Jnatioe Harlan on this pcdnt, "that the 
third section of the act is not Uabln to 
the objection that it transfeiv Ie)/,iNlativti 
newer to the ureaident. £vea ilit wtue. 



it would not, Vf any means, touoi^taat 
other parts the act, those which im- 
posed duties open artidse imported, 
would be imperative.'' 

The third contention of appellants 
was that the sugar bounty provision 
was tmooDsiitnti^al. and the whole act 
therefore wM. without geiu into the 
question ef the oenstitntionality of the 
provision, the doart says the different 
pai'ts of the act, in rsqieet of their op- 
eration have no legal oooneotiea whi^ 
ever with each other. "While In a gen- 
eral sense," die opinion ooooltides, "ootll 
may be ssia to be parts of a mtem, 
neither the words nor the general scopi 
uf tbe act justifies the belief that oon> 
grees intended they should operate as s 
whole, and not separately for the pnrpoee 
■ > f .K ctnupUshing the special objects fat 
which they were respectively deelgaea, 
unless it be impossible to avmd it, a gen- 
eral revenue statute should never be de- 
dared inoperative in all ita parts be- 
aaose a pu^cular part relating to a dis- 
tiut^ subject may be invalid.- A differ- 
ent rule might be disastrous to tbe 
finaaoial operations of the government 
and prodaee this utmost oonraaion in the 
business of the entire oountry." 

The judgments of the ootirt below 
sustaining the validity of theu act were 
afllrnied. 

The chief justice and Justice Lamar 
dissented frtnn the opinion of the oonrt. 
They contended that the legislative 
function was delegated to the in^dent 

by the act. 

BEHRING SEA DECISION. 

Thfi l.'iilti-)! StHt<-« Ilitii .liirlsdlctlon Over 
Tliitt l»<iily of Water. 

WAsiiiNciTON, March 1.— TheSayward 
ca.'<e. involving the jurisdiction of the 
United States over Behring sea, was de- 
cided by the United Statse supreme 

court yesterday afternoon pgainst the 
British icovernment. TUs does not in- 
viilidato the arbitration negotiations now 
going on between tliis ooontry and 
Great Britain, but it would have had 
its effect against the United States in 
the negotiations if the court nad ren- 
dered a different decision. 

The court also df>ci<led the case of the 
schooner Sylva Handy, invt>lving points 
nearly similar, in favor of tlie United 
!i<tHieh. The wiit of jirohibition asked 
for in th'- •■-.^.^a was deiiii'd. 

Tlie uiaiii point in the i.'ssue in the 
case was whether Behring sea was an 
ojwn or closed body of water. Tlie 
schooner Sayward wiis seized fifty-nine 
miles fnjiii land by a United States rev- 
enue ve-s.-^cl for catching seal in Behring 
sea. The case was heard in the United 
States district cunrt for Al;i.>«ka, which 
decided that the Saywaiil should l)e sold 
in conformity witJi the United States 
law for illegal sealing in Behring sea. 
The Ignited States supreme cuurt was 
Bi)i:ealevl to nominally bv the owner of 
the Sayward, Thiuiias Henry OmiH^r, 
but really by the iJritish gov.-rnmert, 
to prevent the s.'ile of the vessel, on the 
p-ouud that the Alaska court did not 
nave jurisdiction in the matter. A writ 
of prohibition was asked for to prevent 
the s.ile. The United States contended 
that the supreme court had no jurisdic- 
tion iu the matter, because the question 
wa-s a political one. The court, in its 
deci.Hjon yesterday, overruled this objec- 
tion of the United States, but refuses to 
grant the writ of pr^Utionfar the Mle 
of the schooner. 



CHICAGO ANA RCHISTS. 

Flel«M aa« Bohwab Maat Bmaala to Mm 
nUnela PealtaaMaay. 

WASHiNOT(m, March 1.— The eases of 
the Chicago anarchists, Fielden and 
Schwab, who sought rele;t9e from con- 
finement in the Joliet penitentiary 
through writs of habeas corpus, was de- 
cided by the supreme court of the 
United States yesterday against the two 
convicts. The contention on which tbe 
writs were asked wsis that Fielden and 
Schwab were not prsesnt in the supreme 
court of liUnois when sentence of death 

iafterwanls commuted to imprisonment 
for life) was pronounced on toem. The 
court aolds that sentence of death was 
not pronounced on the defendants by 
the snpreme court of Dlmois, but was 
passed (when the men were present) by 
the criminal court of Cook county. 

This rule of common law, that a per- 
son must be present in oonrt and asked 
if he has anytliing to say why sentence 
of death should not be pronounced, ap- 
plies, it is held, only to courts of erig- 
nal jurisdiction and not to courts of ap- 
peal like the Illinois supreme court. 
The appellate court, the supreme court 
holds, simply affirmed the decision of 
the cdminal court and fixed a day for 
the execution. The writs ef habeas cor- 
pus are refused, affirming the decisioiis 
of the snpreme cotirt of Illinois, and the 
circuit court of the United itatss for 
the aorthera district of Blinoil; whence 
the oBsse came, ace thsrsfore attrmed. 



SPEAKER RttlM DECntON& 

Thay Ara Bastalned by tha Suprema 
Court of the Vnltad States. 

Washinoton. March 1.— The power 
of the speaker of the house to count a 
qiiomm, as was done in tbe FIfty-flrst 
congress, was nnanimonsly affirmed by 
the supreme ootirt in an optaioii deliv- 
ered by Justice Brewer in the case of 
the United Statse vs. Ballin Joseph A 
Company, appealed from tha Mew York 
drenlt court. The oass tsvotrad the 
validity of the law passed Hij^ MH, 
and known as the worsted dHMwtlon 
act. When it was before the house 
for action 188 votes were vsoorded for 
tiie passage of the MIL Whereupon the 
speaaer proceeded lO Bsake a quorum by 
counting ssventy-foor representatives 
pn^t, but not voting, "pursuant 
vaUd," said Justice Brewer. "It is 
wfthin the competency of the legislature 
to enact any rule not forbidden by the 
constitutiou or against natural justice, 
to secure the presenoe of a quorum, ar 1 
when tliat quorum is present it is for 
the puriioee of doing busineiw." 

The act was held to be valid and the 
decision of the lower court reversed. 
As to the meaning of the sot. Justice 
Brewer said it was a general instruction 
to the seorfitarz of the trsasnry to 



classify as worsted geoda all imported 
woolen goods, imd tnat he was not re- 
quired in every particuhu- case of im- 
portation to make the change by special 
order. The ocmclnsion of the court is 
that the act was legally passed; and 
that by \\» own terms and irrespective 
of any action by the secretary of the 
treasury the duty on wonrtsd rlftths 
were to be such as were placed by the 
act of 1888 on woolen cloths. 

OTHER DECISIONS RENDERED. 

Barbed Wire tTeiice I'atent — .\ll«in Cun- 
traet Law — Becalatlng Rail roailx. 

Washinoton, March 1.— The vaUdity 
of the barbed wire fence patents held 
by tbe Washburn A Moen Manufactur- 
ing c/jinpany was affirmed by the su- 
preme court in a decision rendered by 
Justice Brown. They were involved in 
three cases appealed by the Washburn 
& Moen Company from the northern 
Iowa circuit court. Two defenses were 
made to the patents in the trial of the 
cases below, said Justice Brown. First. 
th:it it con vined no new principle, r)ther 
pat< nl8 iiaving left no Rub.vct for in- 
vtnition, and second, that it was not 
l>atentable for want of noveltv, similar 
fences having been iu use in Iowa long 
ago. 

Allrii Contrnrt I.anr. 

The decision of the court in the well 
knov.ii case of Trinily church, of New 
York city, vs. tli-- United Siates, wasan- 
nounce'l by Jn:.;ice Brewer. This case 
arose uuiler tlie alien contract law. The 
ve.itry of Trinitj- church contracted with 

U' V. Mr. Warren, of England, to serve 
•j-s re lor. for which the vcsirvmen and 
rt i tor were indicted for \'iniating tlie 
law. They were fined sjSl.OOO by the cir- 
cuit i.'ourt of New York and appealed to 
Justice Brewf r. The judgment of the 
lower was rejiealed. 

ReKuIatlng Rallrondi. 
In the case of the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk Railroad company vs. Thomas 
Welliaan. appealed from the Michigan 
circuit court. Justice Brewer announced 
for the court its opinion that the law of 
the state passed in 1889. regulating pas- 
senger rates on railroads wiis not uncon- 
stitutional. In the trial of the case be- 
low, said Justice Brewer, the matter of 
freight rates not having been touched, 
two witnesses testify that in thair opin- 
ion, it would not be wise for me rail- 
road company to ohangA its freight 
rates, owing to the probably consequent 
loiis of i^venue. growing out of the com- 
petition at Oh&ago. Upon this evidence 
counsel adted the court below to charge 
tliat the law #as imoonstitutional, 
which it very properly refused to do. 
Judgment amrmeo.

iNDiANAFOua, March 1.— The street 
car sitnation is now in a fair way to ha 

solved. The first hope srose out ef a 

declaration by Police Judge Buskirk in 
his court yesterday, where several of 
the strikers were on trial for rioting. 
The judgt! c ontinued the cases called for 
the president of the Brotherhood and 
told him that if he would send a eomo 
mitteeto tbe street railway company, 
no cars would be run nor police protee- 
tiqp be given until an effort to com- 
promise had been exhau8te<l. The judge 
claimed he was doing this upon his own 
responsibihty, but it later developed 
that ne was acting upon the advice of 
the mayor and Pre.sident Frensel, of the 
street railn ad, who had hitherto de- 
clined to receive any coniinittees. 

The ctl'ort to swi-ar iu citi/.eiis as extra 
police has proved practically a failure. 
Everybody got out of the way that 
could, and the few that were sent on 
the st rents with badges were chased and 
roughly handled by the crowds that 
seemed to spring up from all sides 
whenever the "specials" appeared. 
With BU( h a state of affairs no effort 
was made to run cars during the day. 
The strikers acted upon the judge's sng* 
gestion and sent a committee to Presa- 
dent Frensel, of the street railroad, wtth' 
a letter ex]>rea8ing a willingiiess to ooB- 
cede anything in reason. They were re- 
ceived, and Frenzel promised to givt 
them an answer within twenty-foof 
hoursi No I'ttort will be made to run 
cars peiirliug this correspon.leuce. 

On the other hand W. P. Fisliback, 
master in chancerjr uiider Judge 
Gresbam, filed a petition for a receiver 
of the company before Judge Taylor. 
£fo sues as a citiaen on the ground that 
he is inoonvenienced by the failure of 
the oompanv to operate. Judge Taylor, 
after npetoaing hours on ths case, at 
midnight appointed W. T. Steele re- 
ceiver of tbe company with a bond of 
$100,000.

The following in reference to the ob- 
servance of Lent was read in St. Patrick's 
Church lost Sunday, and will be of inter- 
est to all members of Catholic Chnrch : 

TboKT Venerabk Bnlkrm <tf Me CVoyv aad oar 
belosed CMdrm </«teXa«», Asoitt oMl MMfSf *»o«r 
Lord Jtmm CMM: Tbe Umo, wisely selected by 
Holy Church, to Impose upon the faithful pen- 
ance and mortiflcatlasi lor the good of both body 
and soul has again oome around. Like most 
eccleelasUcal legulatlons, the Fast Of Lent has 
stood tbe test of practical life tor eenturies. It 
baa been vindicated, by unprejudiced scientists 
and well informed medical men, as one ol the 
most wholesome measurss ever enfoned ta ssenrs 
to man vigor of body and freedom from diasase 
at a acasun when a renewal of corporal strength 
la often pleaded aa an excuse for disorderly con- 
duct. 

1. But the general liealth of the country is not 
good ; the beat eonstitutlons are Juiil i\ow feeling 
the deleterious inlluonee of the prevalent sli k- 
newi. The Cbureh Is alway.s a considerate Motlu r. 
Hhc lusisU on the fultlllment of dnty, when that 
duty does not over Ijnrden llio streuKih of her 
children ; but she i» ever ready to kindly con- 
sider rea«onable excuses ihul may I'e alleged for 
an allevlattou of It. Hence our Holy Father tbe 
Pope has mitigated the Lenten abstinence by the 
following letter, issued from the Holy Koraan 
I'nlTcrsal Inquisition : 

To all Ihf Archbithoiut, HMoiu and Drdinarlet 
nf the. Catholic World : The nature and 
eliaractcr of the malady (Influcusa) which 
jirevails so widely In Europe and other 
cotintries, ha.s attracted the attention of 
tne Benign Apostolic Authority. Otur Most 
Holy Father IjCO XIU.,wlth afTcctlonateasal, pro- 
viding not only for those things which pertain to 
theso\il, but also for the nhysloal well being of 
the I'liiilHiiI— iuove<l by tne prevalence of this

for the Faithful, to 

Hla power against the virulence of the malady. 
Wherefore, availing Himself of tbe service of tbe 
i^aereii Ooancll of the Bupreme Roman Universal 
Ini|uisltlon, tne Holy Father by Apostolic 
Authority imparts to all Arcbblshopi, Bishops 
and Ordinaries iu all regions. In wbicn the afore- 
mentioned disease prevaila, power to abaolTc the 
Faithful of their onaige from the obligation of 
fasting and abetlnenoe, as long as in their Judg- 
ment the state of the public health requires the 
Apostolic Indulgence. 

His Hollneas, however, desires that. While the 
Faithful use this Apostolic privilege, they en- 
deavor to devote themselves more earnestly to 
the pious works, which may merit the divine 
clemency. And, therefore, His Holiness— since 
It is manifest that the multitude of evils, which 
afflict us, must t)c attributed to the divine justice, 
whirli visits men with punishment for the cor- 
ruption of morals aud the delugeof crimes ex- 
ceeding all bounds— exhorta the Faithful to ai' 
pease Che divine anger by their prayers, by relicv 
Ing those in need of (charity, by their attendance 
at public devotions in tim churches, aud by the 
frequent rebeption of the Hecraments.

8. But, deailybdovad, if the legitimate care of 
our baaltbpieT^nts us from doing corporal pen 
anceas ^ tisaat during tbe holy time set span 
by the Church to atone more systematically for 
our sins, let us not forget that the general obil. 
gstlon of penitential works still holds good. Tiie 
lessablewearetopraetlos bodily penance, the 
more willing we should be to' tnj4Mi* mortlfloa- 
t ion of the heart and of tbe wfti. ij^es you can 
not fast, "rendycmrKnriiiiKi ni,t i/tmr gamikk, cmd 
turn lo the Lord your Gixl." This Is the lesson 
which Our Holv Father impresses upon us, and 
which I entreat you not to lose sight of. 

I'ope Leo Xlll. says that " it is manifest that 
tlio ninltilude of evils which afBlct us must be 
ailrilmti d to tbe divine Justice." The aascrtion 
will appear trlt( to the many shallow and super" 
(IcIkI minds of our generation. Imt it is none the 
less striking lo the scrions minded Christians. 
We urge upon j on to consider its truth foreotir- 
selves personally and lur the comrnuuty of which 
you are members. .\s liidlviduals, you believe 
that (iod sees you aud constautly watches over 
you ; you believe that Qod knows yotir every 
thought, word ami action; you*tielleve that for 
every one of ihos- you shall have to render au 
account to your Judge, our Lord Uod. Do you 
act upon that belief T Do yuu do penance (or 
yonrslnsT Do you accept submissively, if not 
cheerfully, the trials and suflbrlngs Ood allows 
to befall you in order to give yonan opportunity 
of atoning for sin, Instead af luklng them, by 
your fault-flndingand nnraaaoaable oomplainu, 
a furtberoooastonof ofltadingOodT Ills uue, 
you will hM« aa vp§iHPmUf U satisfying for 
personal slaa aftsT dsatt. la tiia eraolal 
snlbrlngs of purgatory during the Ufa to oome. 
But it is also true that our public sins, as mem- 
ben of the eonusunttFi most be atoned, for on 
this earth. Oomaunltlos must do panaaee for 
their misdeeds In this life, slaee their responsi- 
bility as such does not extend beyond this earth, 
where they are formed, ezUt and disappear.

and director: Lew H. (ircen. of Cincin- 
nati, a director; Warren II. Coming, of 
Cleveland, a director; .Julius E. French, 
of Cleveland, a directfir; Nelson Morris, 
of Chicii^o, a director; George J. (ii]y- 
Bon, px -secretary and a director, and 
Peter Hennessey, a director. 

Warrants for the arrests of the offi- 
cers of the trust in this district were 
ieeued on Saturday by United States 
CouimissioniT Huyne for the apprehen- 
■ion of Oreenhut, Uibson, Morris and 
Henn<*KHfy. (iibson and Hcnnes-sey 
were arrested yesterday. Gieenhot 
lives in Peoria, whither ofTlcexi have 
been sent to effect his ari-est. 

All the indicted men, when arrested, 
will 1)6 put under bonds to apj)ear Ije- 
fore the United States court at Lk)ston 
for trial at tlie next term of court.

Hobart is the treiisurer of the trxist as 
well as director, and Lew Green is also 
a prominent director in the whisky trust 
and is connected with the Consolidated 
Distilling company, ft)rmerly knf)wn as 
the Mill (Jreek di.-;tillery, at the mout'i 
of Mill creek. Both gentlemen are well 
known in tnis community, and the ar- 
rest comes in the nature of a surprise to 
tiie accused.
